MEMQRMDUM mi THE DIRECTCR OF CMTRAL INTELLIEENCE 

SUBJECT: Militar7 Personrel Stgsport of the Central Intelligence 

Agency 


As you are aware, the Department of Defense tss provided person- 
nel support to your agency since its creation. This support has been 
rendered by blanket filling of the Central Intelligenoe Agency’s 
personnel requisitions which are based on an agreed annial ceiling. 
Recently, however, and in the light of certain Militaiy Services’ 
personnel policy, the Service Secretaries have called to our atten- 
tion the fact that there has never been established a Defense 
policy covering the qualifications of military personnel to be 
furnished the Central Intelligence Agency or the uses to which 
these personnel are to be put by your agency. 

In an effort to establish an overall personnel siqjport policy for 
the Central Intelligence Agency, there has been appointed an ad hoc 
committee which will be required to review current personnel support 
practices with an eye to recommending suitable methods of internal 
Department of Defense monitorship which will insure the most efficient 
method of furnishing military personnel support for your agency. 

It is, of course, most desirable that this committee be aware of 
your requirements in some detail if it is to make an intelligent 
evaluation and to arrtve at a solution of ths problem. It is, there- 
fore, suggested that you may wish to designate a consultant enpowered to 
sit with this committee and to furnish such information as may be 
required in the course of its deliberations. 
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
